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INDIANA MEDICAL LAW OF J 897. 



Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Indiana, That it shall hereafter be unlawful for any person to 
practice medicine, surgery or obstetrics in this State without first 
obtaining- a license so to do, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. After this law goes into effect, any person desiring to 
begin the ])ractice of medicine, surgery or obstetrics in this State, 
shall ])rocure from the State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination a certificate that such person is entitled to a license 
to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of In- 
diana ; and in order to procure such certificate the applicant shall 
submit to the State Board of Medical Kegistration and Examina- 
tion his diploma, with an affidavit setting forth the time and under 
what circiunstances said diploma was received, and that the 
affiant is the person to whom such diploma was issued. Such ap- 
plication shall be accompanied by the affidavits of two freeholders 
resident in the same ccmnty in which the applicant resides, stating 
that the applicant is the person named in the accompanying 
diploma and a])i)lication for a certificate. All diplomas received 
by the I^oard shall be returned to the person owning the same. 
Such applicant shall pay to said Board the sum of six dollars 
{$6.00) at the time of making such application. All persons prac- 
ticing medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indiana 
when this law goes into effect, and desiring to continue the same, 
shall, within ninetv davs thereafter, obtain a certificate that tliev 
are entitled to do so by presenting to the State Board of ^[edical 
Registration and Examination the license possessed by them at 
the tim(^ of the j)assage of this law, together with an affidavit that 
they are the legal possessors of the same, and the persons men- 
tioned therein, and such applicant shall pay to the Board the sum 
of one dollar ($1.00) at the time of making such application. The 
Board shall thereup<m issue to such applicant a certificate, which, 
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when presented to the County Clerk of the proper coimtv, shall en- 
title the holder to a license to practice medicine, surgerv and ob- 
stetrics in the State of Indiana. In the event an applicant for a 
certificate from the State Board of Medical Registration and Ex- 
amination shall present a diploma from a medical college which is 
not recognized as maintaining a sufficiently high grade or standard 
of medical education as defined and fixed in the records of the 
Board, the applicant shall have the privilege of being examined 
as to his qualifications to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics 
in such manner as the Board shall provide, and if he shall pass 
an examination satisfactory to the Board he shall receive a cer- 
tificate, the same as if he had presented a satisfactory diploma and 
other evidences of qualifications for the practice of medicine. But 
if he should fail to pass such examination he shall be permitted to 
submit to another examination within twelve months from the 
time of first examination. He shall pay to the State Board of 
Medical Registration and Examination the sum of twenty-five dol- 
lars ($25.00), fifteen dollars ($15.00) of which sum shall be re- 
turned to him in the event of his failing to pass said examination : 
Provided, however. That payment of said sum of twenty-five dol- 
lars ($25.00) shall entitle him to a re-examination in case of fail- 
ure at [the] first or any subsequent examination:- And provided, 
further. That if such applicant shall fail to pass the examination 
prescribed by such Board of Medical Registration and Examina- 
tion, he shall have the right to an appeal to the Circuit or Superior 
Court of the proper county, requiring such Board to show cause 
why such applicant should not be permitted to practice medicine, 
surgery or obstetrics in the State of Indiana, upon the applicant 
giving a good and satisfactory bond to be approved by the Court, 
to secure all costs of suit should the appeal be determined against 
him. Upon the receipt of the certificate by the applicant from 
the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, the ap- 
plicant shall, upon the presentation thereof to the Clerk of the 
county in which he resides, receive from the County Clerk a 
license to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics within the 
State of Indiana. The person receiving such license shall pay to 
the County Clerk fifty cents ($0.50) as his fee for issuing and re- 
cording such license as hereinafter provided. In case of change 
of residence from one county to another within this State, the 



holder of a physician's license shall obtain a new license in the 
county where he proposes to reside, by filing with the County 
Clerk the license obtained by hini in the county in which he last 
resided, in the same manner as provided for on the presentation 
of his certificate from the State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination, and the Clerk shall issue him a new license. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the county in 
which an applicant resides to issue to the person presenting such 
certificate, as hereinbef(jre provided for, a license under his offi- 
cial seal in the following form:

The County Clerk sliall enter of record the name, age, place, 
birth and address, school or system of medicine to which said appli- 
cant belongs, and the person so registering shall subscribe to and 
verify by oath before such Clerk an affidavit concerning such 
facts, which, if wilfully false, shall subject the affiant to conviction 
for perjury. The County Clerk shall furnish annually, on the 
first day of January, to the State Board of Medical Registration 
and Examination, upon blanks furnished by said Board, a dupli- 
cate list of all certificates received and licenses issued by him dur- 
ing the preceding year, and shall include therein the date of issue 
of said license, and the name, age and residence of the person re- 
ceiving the same. 

Sec. 4. Within thirty days after this law goes into effect, it 
shall be the duty of the Governor of the State of Indiana to ap- 
point a State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, 
composed of five (5) members, who shall serve, two for one year, 
one for two years, one for three years and one for four years ; and 
their successors for a term of four years each. X o school or svs- 
tern of medicine shall have a majority representation on such 
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lated. Such record shall at all times be opeu to examination bv the 
public, and the said schedules of requirements, after they have 
been established and recorded, and all changes made therein, shall 
be printed in circular form, and mailed to all medical colleges in 
the State, and shall also be furnished to any person upon applica- 
tion. Said Board shall not, in the establishment of the aforesaid 
schedules of requirements, discriminate for or against any school 
or system of medicine, nor shall it prescribe what system or sys- 
tems or schools of medicine shall be taught in any of tlie colleges, 
imiversities or other educational institutions of the State. It shall 
have power to make and establish all necessary rules and regula- 
tions for reciprocal recognition of certificates issued by other 
States, and to prevent unjust and arbitrary exclusions by other 
States of graduates in medicine from this State who have filled it& 
requirements. When an application for a certificate is made, and 
a diploma submitted, as herein provided, it shall be the duty of 
the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination to de- 
termine, upon the evidence presented, whether such diploma right- 
fully belongs to and was issued to the person making application, 
for a certificate, and whether the medical college that issued the 
diploma maintains a standard of medical education conforming to 
that fixed by the State Board of Medical Reo-istration and Exa n- 
ination, and whether the application otherwise complies with the 
rules of the Board. If these facts are shown by competent evi- 
dence, it shall be the duty of the State Board of Medical Registra- 
tion and Examination to issue a certificate, signed by its Presidenr 
and Secretary, and under its official seal, stating that the person 
applying for such certificate and possessing such diploma is en- 
titled to a license to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics irt 
the State of Indiana. The State Board of Medical Registration 
and Examination shall have the right to review the evidence upon 
which a license has been obtained, and if it shall be found that a 
license has been obtained by fraud or misrepresentation, the Board 
may revoke such license. The Board may refuse to grant a cer- 
tificate to any person guilty of felony or gross immorality, or ad- 
dicted to the liquor or drug habit to such a degree as to render him 
unfit to practice medicine or surgery, and may, after notice and 
hearing, revoke a certificate for like cause. An appeal may be 
taken from the action of the Board. If any person holding a

.license under the provisions of this act shall be guilty of any of 
the above enumerated acts, the license of such person may be re- 
voked by the Board, upon the finding and judgment as hereinafter 
provided that the holder thereof has been guilty of any of the 
above enumerated acts. A specific written charge, verified by 
affidavit, must be presented to the Board, making definite and 
specific charges of such offense against the holder of such license. 
It shall thereupon be the duty of the Board to refer such verified 
charge to the Circuit Court of the county in which the holder of 
such license resides. The clerk of such court shall thereupon 
docket the same as a cause pending in said court. The said veri- 
fied charge shall be treated as a complaint, and summons shall 
issue thereupon to the accused as in ordinary civil cases. The ac- 
cused may appear and plead to said charge, and issues may be 
formed thereon, as in civil cases, which shall thereupon be tried 
by the Judge of said Circuit Court. It shall be the duty of the 
Prosecuting Attorney of said circuit to appear in such causes and 
represent the Board. The only finding and judgment in such 
cases shall be guilty or not guilty as to each charge. The judg- 
ment of the Court upon such charges shall be at once certified to 
the Board by the Clerk of said court. If the finding of the court 
is ^^guilty" as to any one of said charges, said Board may there- 
upon make an order revoking such license. If judgment of 
^'guilty'' is awarded in such cause, the costs of such proceedings 
shall be recovered of the accused and a fee of ten dollars shall be 
taxed therein in favor of the Prosecuting Attorney. 

Sec. 6. All persons practicing midwifery in this State, and 
who have practiced it for ten years last preceding the passage of 
this act, and desiring to continue the same, shall, within ninety 
(90) days thereafter, make application to the State Board of Med- 
ical Ee^stration and Examination by submitting an affidavit, fully 
attested, giving the name, age, residence, the length of time during 
which, and the place or places at which the applicant has been en- 
gaged in such practice, and the special education, if any, which the 
applicant has received for such practice. Such application shall 
be accompanied by the affidavits of two freeholders, duly attested, 
that the applicant is known to them as the person applying for a 
certificate to practice midwifery, and that such applicant has been 
engaged in the active practice of midwifery, giving the location or 
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locations of such practice for at least ten (10) years previ(Mis to 
the passage of this act. Upon such application and the payment 
of one dollar ($1.00) the State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination shall issue to the applicant a certificate, which shall, 
when presented to the County Clerk, entitle the holder to a license 
to practice midwifery in this State. All persons desiring to enter 
upon the practice of midwifery in this State after this law goes 
into effect shall present to the. State Board of Medical Registra- 
tion and Examination their diplomas, duly attested, and pro- 
cure [d] from an obstetrical school of such standing as shall be 
recognized and determined by the Board ; or shall submit to such 
examination in midwifery as the Board shall require, and pav a fee 
of three dollars ($3.00). Such evidence of qualification being sat- 
isfactory to the Board, it shall issue a certificate entitling the 
holder to a license from the Clerk of the county in which the ap- 
plicant resides, which license shall entitle the holder to practice 
midwifery in this State. The license thus issued shall conform to 
all requirements of registration imposed upon physicians' licenses 
in section two of this act and shall be subject to revocation for the 
same cause as provided in section five in case of license to phy- 
sicians. 

Sec. 7. Xothing in this act shall be [so] construed as to dis- 
criminate against any school or system of medicine, or to prohibit 
gratuitous services in cases of emergency, or to the administration 
of family remedies. This act shall not apply to any commissioned 
officer of the United States Army, Navy or Marine Hospital Serv- 
ice in the discharge of his official duties ; nor to any physician or 
surgeon who is legally qualified to practice in the State or Terri- 
tory in which he resides when in actual consultation with a legal 
practitioner of this State ; nor to any physician or surgeon resid- 
ing on the border of a neighboring State and duly authorized to 
practice under the laws thereof, whose practice extends into the 
limits of this State: Provided, That such practitioner shall not 
open an office or appoint a place to meet patients or receive calls 
within the limits of this State. This act shall not be construed to 
prevent medical students from practicing medicine and surgery 
under the immediate and direct supervision of a licensed physician, 
nor shall it apply to legally qualified dentists when engaged in the 
exclusive practice of dentistry, nor to any optician who shall here- 
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after engage in the practice of optometry. This law shall not be 
construed to apply to non-itinerant opticians engaged in the prac- 
tice of optometry in this State at the time and prior to the pas- 
sage of this act. 

Sec. 8. To open an office for such purpose or to announce to 
the public in any way a readiness to practice medicine in any 
county of the State, or to prescribe for, or to give surgical assist- 
ance to those suffering from disease, injury or deformity, shall be 
to engage in the practice of medicine within the meaning of this 
act. 

Sec. 9. Any person who shall practice medicine, surgery or 
obstetrics in this State without having a license duly issued as 
hereinbefore provided, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereof shall be fined not less than twenty-five 
dollars ($25) nor more than two hundred dollars ($200). 

Sec. 10. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed, and also an act entitled ^^An act regulating 
the practice of medicine, surgery and obstetrics, providing for the 
issuing of license to practice, defining certain misdemeanors and 
providing penalties," approved April 11, 1885, and all amend- 
ments thereto be and the same are hereby repealed. 



INDIANA MEDICAL LAW OF J897, WITH AMEND- 
MENTS OF J899-

the name, age, residence, the length of time during which, and the

Sec. 10. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed, and also an act entitled "An act regulating the 
practice of medicine, surgery and obstetrics, providing for the is- 
suing of license to practice, defining certain misdemeanors and pro- 
viding penalties," approved April 11, 1885, and all amendments 
thereto be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Additional Section. Twelve hundred copies of the annual re- 
port of the Board to the Governor shall be printed in the same 
manner as is the report of the State Board of Health; and the 
printing and stationery of the Board shall be paid out of the print- 
ing fund. 



INDIANA MEDICAL LAW OF 1897, WITH AMEND-

January annually thereafter. The said Board shall hold regular 
meetings on the second Tuesday in January and July of each year, 
and as often in addition as mav be necessarv for the transaction of 
such business as may properly come before it under the provisions 
of this act, and shall have power to make all necessary rules and 
regulations for the transaction of its business. 

For their services the members shall receive the sum of six dol- 
lars r$6) per day, and their traveling expenses necessarily incurred 
in the attendance upon the business of said Board. It shall be the 
duty of the Secretary of said Board to keep a record of all appli- 
<;ations for certificates, and such record shall contain all the facts 
«et forth in such application, including the action of the Board 
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thereon, and shall execute all orders of said Board, and the Secre- 
tary shall have for such service the sum of two hundred and fifty 
dollars ($250) per annum, to be paid from the funds of said Bo^rd, 
and said Board may employ a clerk, and fix his salary at not more 
than five hundred dollars ($500) per annum. 

It shall be the duty of the Treasurer of said Board to pay quar* 
terly all moneys received by the Board to the Treasurer of State,, 
which moneys shall be credited to a separate and permanent fund 
for medical registration and examination, which is hereby created. 
All moneys so paid to the Treasurer of State shall remain and be 
a separate and permanent fund for the maintenance of the said 
Board of Registration and Examination. The said Board shall, by 
its President and Secretary, from time to time, certify to the Au- 
ditor of State the necessary expenses incurred by the said Board, 
including salaries and per diem of the members, and the Auditor 
shall issue his warrant for the same, which shall be paid out of the- 
fund so established for the maintenance of the said Board : Pro- 
vided, That no order shall be drawn by any State official on any 
fund other than the above named fund for any salaries of the 
Board incident to the administration of this act. 

The Treasurer and Secretary of said Board shall each give bond 
in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000), with sureties to be- 
approved by the Governor, which bonds shall be filed with the Au- 
ditor of State. The members of the State Board of Medical Regis- 
tration and Examination are authorized to administer oaths in mat- 
ters relating to the discharge of their official duties. The State 
Board of Medical Registration and Examination is charged with 
the duty of enforcing this act, and it shall be the duty of the 
Prosecuting Attorney, upon the complaint of the Board, to prose- 
cute anv violation of this act. 

It shall also be the duty of the grand jury of the proper county 
to investigate all violations of this act and return indictments there- 
for in proper cases, and it shall be the duty of the Prosecuting At- 
torney to prosecute violations of this act by information whenever 
a proper affidavit is filed by any one, as in other cases of violations 
of the law; or to prosecute offenders before the Justice of the 
Peace in proper cases. 

The State Board of Medical Registration and Examination shall,, 
from time to time, establish and record, in a record kept by them 
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for that purpose, a schedule of the minimum roquiremonts which 
must be complied with by applicants for examination for license 
to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics, before they shall be 
entitled to receive such license. The said Board shall also, in like 
manner, establish and cause to be recorded in such record a sched- 
ule of the minimum requirements and rules for the recognition of 
medical colleges, so as to keep these requirements up to the aver- 
age standard of medical education in other States. After the year 
1807 no change shall be made in such schedules of requirements in 

anv vear after the month of Januarv of each vear, nor shall any 
f f • • ■' •■ 

change be made to have any retroactive effect, or that sh^ll affect 
students theretofore matriculated. Such record shall be at all 
times open to examination by the public, and the said schedules 
of requirements, after they have been established and recorded, 
and all changes made therein, shall be printed in circular form, and 
mailed to all medical colleges in the State, and shall also be 
furnished to any person upon application. Said Board shall not, in 
the establishment of the aforesaid schedule of requirements, dis- 
criminate for or against any school or system of medicine, nor shall 
it ))rescribe what system or systems or schools of medicine shall 
be taught in any of the colleges, universities or other educational 
institutions of the State. 

It shall have power to make and establish all necessary rules and 
regulations for the reciprocal recognition of certificates issued by 
other States, and to prevent unjust and arbitrary exclusions by 
other States of graduates in medicine from this State who have 
fulfilled its requirements. When an application for a certificate is 
made, and a diploma submitted, as herein provided, it shall be the 
duty of the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination 
to determine, upon the evidence presented, whether such diploma 
rightfully belongs to and was issued to the person making applica- 
tion for a certificate, and whether the medical college that issued 
the di[)loma maintains a standard of medical education conforming 
to that fixed by the State Board of Medical Begistration and Ex- 
amination, and whether the application otherwise complies with 
the rules of the Board. 

If these facts are shown by competent evidence, it shall be the 
duty of the State Board of Medical llegistration and Examination 
to issue a certificate, signed by its President and Secretary, and 
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under its official seal, stating that the person applying for such cer- 
tificate and possessing such diploma is entitled to a license to prac- 
tice medicine, surgery and obstetrics in the State of Indiana : Pro* 
vided, Said application shall be filed prior to January 1, 1905: 
And provided, further, Said applicant shall have, prior to January 
1, 1901, matriculated in a reputable medical college in Indiana, 
maintaining a standard of medical education conforming to that 
fixed by said Board, and shall have graduated from said college and 
received his diploma therefrom, prior to January 1, 1905. Except, 
as last above provided, no certificate shall be issued to any person 
whomsoever until he shall have satisfied the said Board that he has 
graduated at a reputable medical college as in this section set forth, 
maintaining a standard of medical education as above prescribed, 
and shall have passed before said Board a satisfactory examination 
as to his qualifications to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics. 
Such examination shall be had upon payment of the same fees 
and upon the same terms and conditions as are provided in Section 
1 of said act, approved March 8, 1897, but the applicant shall have 
the right to designate, in writing, at the time he files his applica- 
tion, the member of the Board who shall conduct his first ex- 
amination in materia medica, therapeutics, theory and practice of 
medicine, surgery, obstetrics and gynecology. 

The Board at its discretion may authorize the Secretary to issue 
a temporary permit to an applicant for the interim from date of 
application until the next regular meeting of the Board. The State 
Board of Medical Kegistration and. Examination shall have the 
right to review the evidence upon which a license has been ob- 
tained, and if it shall be found that a license has been obtained by 
fraud or misrepresentation, the Board may revoke such license. 
The Board [may] refuse to grant a certificate to any person guilty 
of felony or gross immorality, or addicted to the use of liquor or 
drug habit to such a degree as to render him unfit to practice medi- 
cine or surgery. 

If any person holding a license under the provisions of this act 
shall be guilty of any of the above enumerated acts or shall have 
procured a certificate or license by fraud or misrepresentation, said 
Board may, after notice and hearing, revoke any license which has 
heretofore been or may hereafter be issued to him, together with 
the certificate upon which such license has been or may be issued. 
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A specific written charge, verified by affidavit, must be presented 
to the Board, making definite and specific charges of such facts 
against the holder of such license. The Board shall thereupon fix 
a time and place for the hearing of such charges, at which the 
person charged may appear and defend against the same. A copy 
of such charges, together with a notice of the time and place fixed 
for the hearing, shall be served upon the person so charged at least 
twenty (20) days before the time set for the hearing of the same. 
If, after such hearing, the Board revokes such certificate and 
license, such order shall be by said Board entered upon its record. 
A copy of such order of revocation, certified by the Secretary of 
such Board, shall be by it at once delivered to the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court of the county in which such license was issued, and 
such Clerk shall record the same upon the margin of the record of 
such license. If the Board shall refuse to grant a certificate for 
any of the reasons above stated, it shall enter such refusal upon its 
record, together with a statement of the grounds for such refusal. 
An appeal may be taken from the action of the Board to the Circuit 
or Superior Court of the county in which such license was issued 
in case of revocation, and to the county where the applicant lives 
in case of a refusal of a certificate, upon the licensee or applicant 
filing with the Clerk of such court, within thirty days from the 
entering of such order of revocation or refusal by said Board, a 
good and sufficient bond in the sum of two hundred dollars ($200), 
to be approved by said Clerk, to secure the payment of costs of such 
appeal, should the appeal be determined against him. It shall 
thereupon be the duty of such Clerk to notify the said Board of 
the filing of such bond, and said Board shall thereupon forward to 
said Clerk the charges, together with a copy of the order of revo- 
cation, where there has been a revocation, or the application for a 
certificate and a copy of the order of refusal where there has been 
a refusal to grant a certificate. The Clerk of said court shall 
thereupon docket the same as a cause pending in said court. Said 
verified charges shall be treated as a complaint. The accused may 
plead to said charges and issues may be formed thereon as in any 
civil case, and the same shall thereupon be tried by the Judge of 
the Circuit Court. It shall be the duty of the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney of the circuit to which said county belongs to appear in such 
case and represent the Board. The only finding and judgment in 
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such cases shall be "guilty" or "not guilty/' the same to be ren- 
dered separately as to each of the charges. If the finding and judg- 
ment of the court be "not guilty" as to each of said charges, the 
same shall be by the Clerk of said court certified to said Board, and 
it shall thereupon make an order setting aside its order of revoca- 
tion, and forward to the Clerk of said court a certified copy thereof, 
which shall be entered upon the margin of the record of said li- 
cense. If judgment of "guilty" of any of said charges be awarded 
in said case, the costs of such proceedings shall be recovered of the 
accused and a fee of ten dollars ($10) shall be taxed therein in 
favor of the Prosecuting Attorney, and the order of revocation 
made by ^aid Board shall be and remain in effect. During the 
pendency of such appeal the accused shall not be entitled to prac- 
tice by virtue of such license. Where the appeal is from a refusal 
to grant a certificate, the same shall be heard upon the application 
and certified copy of the order of refusal without any other issues ; 
the same to be tried by the Judge of said court, who shall, upon his 
finding, enter a judgment that the license shall or shall not be 
issued as the facts may require, and upon such order the Clerk of 
such court shall issue the proper license showing therein the au- 
thority by which it is issued, and shall report the same to the State 
Board. The Prosecuting Attorney shall represent the Board in 
such appeal, and if the court shall refuse the license judgment shall 
be entered against the applicant for costs, including ten dollars 
($10) fee for the Prosecuting Attorney. Appeals from the judg- 
ment of said court may be prosecuted to the Supreme Court as in 
other civil cases, either by said Board in its own name or by the 
applicant or holder of such license or certificate, where the judg- 
ment may be against him. No fees other than the fees of its own 
witnesses shall be taxed against said Board in any event. Where 
the applicant shall appeal from a refusal to grant a certificate, the 
eause shall be docketed in the name of the applicant against the 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination. Where 
the license or certificate shall have been revoked, the cause shall 
be entitled The State Board of Medical Registration and Examina- 
tion against A B (the holder of the license). (As amended March 
11, 1901.)

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Sec. 6. All persons practicing midwifery in this State, and 
who have practiced it for ten years last preceding March 8, 1897^ 
and desiring to continue the same shall on or before July 11, 1899,. 
make application to the State Board of Medical Registration and 
Examination by submitting an affidavit, fully attested, giving the- 
name, age, residence, the length of time during which, and the 
place or places at which tlie applicant has been engaged in such, 
practice, and the special education, if any, which the applicant has 
received for such practice. Such application shall be accompanied 
by the aflSdavits of two freeholders, duly attested, that the appli- 
cant is known to them as the person applying for a certificate to 
practice midwifery, and that such applicant has been engaged in 
the active practice of midwifery, giving the location or locations 
of such practice for the last ten (10) years previous to the passage 
of this act.

Rule 4. The Board ruled not to consider irregular forms of 
application, but to insist upon the use of the legally adopted forms 
referred to above. 

The following question to the Attorney-General was submitted: 
Question: ^^Inasmuch as the law defines the practice of medi- 
cine to be, ^To open an office for such purpose, or to announce to 
the public a readiness to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics 
in any county in the State, or to prescribe for or to give surgical as- 
sistance to those suffering from disease, injury or deformity, should 
be to engage in the practice of medicine, etc.,' and as the law re- 
quires in case of change of residence from one county to another 
in the same State, that the holder of a license shall obtain a new li- 
cense in the county where he proposes to reside by filing with the 
clerk the license obtained by him in the county where he last re- 
sided, when the clerk shall issue to him a new license, -does it not 
follow that a legal practitioner can have but one professional resi- 
dence or home, and that to open an office in a county, or to an- 
nounce a readiness to practice in a county where he has no license, 
would be a violation of the law ?" 

The Attorney-General's answer was as follows: 
"I think a licensed physician has a right to practice anywhere in 
the State. He can have but one residence at which he is required 
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to take out a license, but I see no reason in the law why he could 
not maintain any number of offices if he feels so disposed. It is 
not where he maintains his office that he is required to take out his 
license, but where his residence is, and it might well be that a 
physician should prefer to live in one county and yet have his office 
in another." 

Rule 6. June 10 the Board ruled that all persons making com- 
plaints against applicants before the Board be required to be spe- 
cific, giving full circumstances, dates, names and addresses of wit- 
nesses who can testify to particular allegations, and that affidavits 
be made to all charges forwarded to this office, or the Board can 
give the matter no consideration. 

June 29, 1897, the Attorney-General furnished to the Board 
his definition of a "good, moral character," as prescribed by the 
law, as follows : 

State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, State House: 

Gentlemen— In answer to your inquiry as to what constitutes a good 
moral character, in view of the duty imposed uiM)n the Board to refuse a 
certificate to any person guilty of gross immorality, I have to say that to 
all intents and purposes a man's character and reputation are identical, 
because while one depends upon himself and the other is what others 
think of him, for all practical purposes his character is the opinion which 
others have drawn from his actions. 

Gross immoi'ality may be defined as any serious breach of moral duty. 
Moral character is such character as is "in a<'Cord with, or controlled by, 
the rules of right conduct." If acts are charged against an applicant for 
a cei'tificate, which, in the opinion of the Board, are not in accordance with 
the commonly accepted rules of right conduct, it is undoubtetlly the duty 
of the Board to refuse a certificate, if it believes that the applicant hais 
been guilty of the acts with which he is charged. 

As to the question of what a<-ts constitute gross immorality, it is im- 
possible to give a full and clear definition, and each <'ase must be left to 
the conscience of the Board. 

The Board has prescribed a form of affidavit to be made by two free- 
holders, as to the character of applicants. This affidavit, when made, is 
by no means controlling, as, if specific cliarges are made against any ap- 
plicant, it is the duty of tlie Board to investigate them, and, upon investi- 
gation it must refuse license if the charges are sustained, notwithstanding 
the fact that a false affidavit has been filed.

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Resolved, That licenses granted upon diplomas issued by the 
Curtis Physio-Medical Institute, of Marion, Indiana, and The 
American Medical College or University of Medicine, Indianapolis^ 
Indiana, if issued prior to March 8, 1897, and if it appears that the 
same were not procured by fraud, be recognized by this Board as- 
valid, and that certificates be granted to the lawful holders thereof,, 
whose applications have been received by this Board on or before 
the 13th day of July, 1897 ; and, 

Resolved, That applicants for certificates upon diplomas issued 
by the above named colleges be required to pass a supplemental 
examination by this Board before certificates will be issued. 

Rule 8. It was ruled by the Board that when charges are made 
against an applicant, he must be notified that an affidavit has been 
filed against him, and giving him a synopsis of the same and ask- 
ing the accused to make a written reply, if he so desire, making 
affidavit to the same and having the same on file at the time desig- 
nated by the Board for hearing. 

Rule 9. August 25. It was ruled by the Board that all sworn 
evidence submitted to the Board in defense of an application be 
filed with the papers of the applicant for future reference and held 
as the property of the Board. 

September 26, 1897, the* following rule was adopted to govern 
the examinations held by the Board: 

Rule 10. That each member of the Board be instructed to pre- 
pare a sufficient number of questions — ten questions to each sub 
ject — each subject bearing appropriate heading and written in 
type, numbered and signed at the upper right-hand corner by the 
members, for use in examination of applicants. Questions to be 
submitted to the approval of the Board, and that the order of ex- 
aminations be taken as follows: 

1. Anatomy. 

2. Physiology. 

3. Obstetrics. 

4. Gynecology. 

5. Materia Medica and Therapeutics. 

6. Theory and Practice of Medicine. 

7. Chemistry. 

8. Surgery. ^

12. Histology. 

13. Rhinology. 

14. Medical Jurisprudence. 

15. Ophthalmology. 

16. Otology. 

17. Laryngology.

The subjects upon which examinations are required were as- 
signed to the various members of the Board as follows: 

Anatomy, Physiology, Pathology, Bacteriology, Physio-Medical 
Materia Medica and Therapeutics, and Theory and Practice, to W. 
A. Spurgeon. 

Gynecology, Ophthalmology, Otology, Eclectic Materia Medica 
and Therapeutics, and Theory and Practice, to W. F. Curryer. 

Obstetrics, Laryngology, Dermatology, Homeopathic Materia 
Medica and Therapeutics, and Theory and Practice, to W. T. Gott. 

Hygiene, Histology, Regular Materia Medica and Therapeu- 
tics, and Theory and Practice, to J. C. Webster. 

Rhinology, Medical Jurisprudence, Chemistry and Surgery, to 
James M. Dinnen. 

Rule 12. The following was adopted as a rule of the Board: 
That in cases where the applicant makes claim that his diploma has 
been lost in any way, that such applicant be required to furnish 
satisfactory evidence of his graduation by procuring and present- 
ing to the Board a certificate from the Secretary of the medical 
college from which he obtained his degree, certifying to the fact 
of his graduation, giving date of the same and bearing the seal of 
the college. 

Rule 16. That the Secretary of the County Medical Society o£ 
each county in the State having such officer, and some reputable 
and legally qualified physician in other counties where such officer 
is not found, be requested to send to this office the name of every 
person who is now or may hereafter engage in the practice o£ 
medicine in his respective county without having procured a cer- 
tificate of qualification from this Board as provided by law; and 
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that he send therewith a verified charge of such violation, together 
with the names of one or more persons who have been treated by 
such illegal practitioners. 

Rule 49. That in pursuance of the law which empowers the 
Indiana State Board of Medical Registration and Examination to 
make and establish all necessary rules and regulations for recip- 
rocal recognition of certificates issued by other States, and to pre- 
vent unjust and arbitrary exclusion of graduates of medicine from 
this State who have filled its requirements, the Indiana State Board 
of Medical Registration and Examination does adopt and establish 
this rule : That no applicant from any other State for a certificate 
entitling him to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics shall be 
granted a certificate by this Board on conditions less exacting than 
those required of applicants from Indiana by the Examining Board 
of the State from which he comes. 

Rule 53. Whereas, This Board finds it almost impossible to 
get a proper understanding of the management, teachings and re- 
quirements of foreign medical colleges, and as foreign Boards 
have, so we are informed, held that graduates of American medical 
colleges should take aa examination in their various countries be- 
fore engaging in the practice of medicine, surgery and obstetrics ; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That on and after the adoption of this resolution ail 
graduates of colleges outside the United States who apply to this 
Board for certificates shall be required to pass tho examination of 
this Board. 

Rule 58. Inasmuch as the law contemplates that a residence 
in this State is essential to eligibility to registration under the 
medical act of the State to practice medicine, surgery and obstet- 
rics therein. 

Resolved, That on and after this date (December 14, 1899) all 
applicants for registration, under the medical act now in force, not 
having a legal residence in Indiana, will be required to acquire a 
residence by sojourning in the State six months after making such 
application, before such applicant can become eligible to registra- 
tion: Provided, That such person, being otherwise entitled to reg- 
istration and having paid the fee of such registration, may be per- 
mitted to practice by special permit, until the expiration of the said 
period of six months. 
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Rule 60.. It mil be necessary that specific charges be made in 
order that this Board may })e able to take effective action. Gtoss 
immorality, habitual drunkenness, the drug habit, obtaining certifi- 
cate or license by fraud or misrepresentation, are reasons contem- 
plated in the law necessary to revoke, or refusal to grant license. 
All persons making complaints against applicants before this Board 
must be notified that when complaints are filed they must be spe- 
cific, giving full circumstances, dates, and witnesses that will swear 
to the same, with the postoffice address of each, and make affida- 
vit to the same, and forward at once to this office, or this Board 
can give the matter no consideration. 

Whereas, The statute regulating the practice of medicine, sur- 
gery and obstetrics, as amended, requires an examination of ap- 
plicants for registration ; 

Resolved, That on and after the passage of said amendments, 
such applicant shall deposit examination fee with application, 
which will entitle him, without further charge, to a temporary per- 
mit to practice until the next regular meeting of the Board: Pro- 
vided, That those whom the law exempts from examination shall 
. deposit the fee required by law for registration of diploma. In- 
asmuch as the law regulating the practice of medicine, surgery 
and obstetrics in Indiana was, in 1901, so amended as to exempt 
from examination applicants for registration to practice osteop- 
athy, who were, on ^larcli 11, 1901, residents of this State and 
possessed of diplomas from any osteopathic college in the United 
States; therefore, in order to establish what constitutes such col- 
lege. 

Resolved, That the diplomas of such applicants must have been 
issued by institutions possessing equipment and a curriculum equal 
to that fixed by the Associated Colleges of Osteopathy, as set forth 
by its constitution in 1898. 

Whereas, By the amendments of 1901 to the medical act, the 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination may grant 
limited certificates which will authorize the proper Clerk to issue 
a license to practice osteopathy only ; and, 

Whereas, It is provided by the law that "such certificate shall be 
issued on the same terms and conditions as others, except that the 
applicant therefor shall not be required to pass an examination in 
materia medica, nor shall the college from which he presents a 
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diploma be required to conform to the standard fixed by said 
Board as to instructions in materia medica, but such college shall 
so conform in all other branches of instruction ;" therefore, 

Resolved, That all applicants for registration to practice os- 
teopathy in the State of Indiana and the college from which they 
procured their diplomas must comply with the schedule of mini- 
mum requirements in force at the time of application except inso- 
far as pertains to materia medica; 

Resolved, That hereafter when an applicant from another State 
applies for examination before the Board, the same be granted 
under the same rules and requirements as resident applicants, and 
should he pass with the required 'per cent., certificate may be is- 
sued bv the Secretary when applicant makes his affidavit of resi- 
dence within this State. 

January 9, 1900. 

Resolved, That each medical college in the State be requested 
to furnish the Board, on or before the second Tuesday in July, an- 
nually, the following information : The number of students in at- 
tendance during the preceding college year, the time covered by 
the class in matriculation, the per cent, of attendance upon lectures 
by each student, the number of lectures delivered by each teacher, 
and the per cent, of attendance by each student upon such lectures, 
and the number of students who failed to pass the entrance ex- 
amination. 
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RULES FOR CONDUCTING MEDICAL EXAMINATIONS. 



First. Help of every kind must be removed from the reach and 
sight of the candidate. Any person detected in trying to give or 
obtain aid shall be instantlv dismissed from the room, and his 
paper for the entire examination cancelled. 

Second. If any candidate withdraw himself, without permis- 
sion, from the sight of the examiner, his examination shall be 
closed. This rule permits a candidate, temporarily ill, to vrithdraw 
from the room and return onlv bv the consent of the examiner. 

Third. No candidate shall, under any circumstances, enter the 
examination more than thirty minutes late, unless excused by the 
examiner, and no candidate shall leave the room within thirty min- 
utes after the distribution of examination questions^ 

Jb'ourth. All examinations shall be in writing. Paper, pens, 
blotters and ink will be furnished by the Secretary. 

Fifth. The examinations shall continue three days. The sea 
sions of each day shall be from eight to ten, ten to twelve, two to 
four and four to six. Questions will be given out and answers col- 
lected punctually at the time specified for each subject. 

Sixth. A total average of 75 per cent, shall be necessary to 
license a candidate (he having otherwise complied with the law), 
providing that on no subject shall the grade be less than 40 per 
cent. A candidate having less than 50 per cent, in more than one 
subject shall be rejected. The candidate, however, is entitled to 
a second examination within one year without further charge. 

Seventh. At the close of the examination each candidate shall 
sign the f ollo^ving statement, viz. : 

"I hereby give my word of honor, without mental reservation 
or evasion in any manner, that in the examination before this 
Board, which I have just finished, I have neither given to a fellow 
candidate nor received from him, or from any other source what- 
ever, any information relating to the subject under consideration.'^

RESOLUTIONS OF MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS* 



Resolved, That all medical colleges requiring a minimum of 
three years' study of medicine and two courses of lectures for 
graduation prior to 1886, and possessing proper facilities for teach- 
ing and a faculty embracing the chairs of anatomy, -physiology, 
chemistry, materia medica, therapeutics, medicine, surgery and ob- 
stetrics, shall be recognized as in good standing. 

Resolved, That for the eleven years ending April 14, 1897, all 
medical colleges exacting the foregoing requirements and possess- 
ing facilities and a faculty, as specified in the foregoing resolution, 
shall, by virtue of such facts, be recognized as in good standing to 
and including the year 1892, but that no medical college shall be 
recognized as in good standing which has not, since 1892, possessed 
the foregoing facilities and faculty, and which has not, in addition, 
exacted an entrance qualification and attendance upon three regu- 
lar courses of lectures as a condition of graduation. 

Resolved, That on and after July 1, 1899, no medical college 
will be recognized as in good standing which does not require the 
entrance qualifications prescribed by the Association of American 
Medical Colleges as a prerequisite for matriculation, which does 
not possess an adequate equipment for teaching medicine, which 
has not clinical and hospital facilities, and which does not have an 
active and competent faculty embracing the departments of anat- 
omy, physiology, chemistry, materia medica, therapeutics, medi- 
cine, surgery, obstetrics, histology, pathology, bacteriology, oph- 
thalmology, otology, gynecology, laryngology, dermatology, hy- 
giene and state medicine, and which does not enjoin attendance 
upon 80 per cent, of four regular courses of instruction, of not less 
than twenty-six weeks each, in four different years, and which does 
not exact an average grade of 75 per cent, on an examination as a 
condition of graduation. 
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Provided, however, That the foregoing requirements shall not 
be enforced against any reputable medical college because of the 
fulfillment of any contract made by said college with matriculate 
at the time of matriculation, in accordance with or equivalent to 
the requirements of the Association of American Medical Colleges^ 
in force at the time of said contract, provided that said contract be 
made prior to July 14, 1897, and fulfilled prior to July 14, 1902. 



HOW TO OBTAIN A UCENSE TO PRACTICE MEDI- 
CINE IN INDIANA* 



All applicants must be bona fide residents of the county and 
State. 

Every applicant must procure the necessary blank from his 
County Clerk or from the Secretary of the Board, fill it out care- 
fully and make aflSdavit to the same before some officer authorized 
to administer oaths, also have two freeholders, residents of the 
•same county in which applicant resides, make affidavit as to the 
moral character and to the personal identity of the applicant as the 
person mentioned in the diploma. The application blank, when 
properly filled, together with diploma and proper fee must 
be sent by express or registered mail to the State Board of Medi- 
cal Registration and Examination, Room 120, State House, In- 
dianapolis, Indiana. 

The only applicants exempt from examination are the grad- 
uates of reputable medical colleges located in Indiana. After 
January 1, 1905, an examination will be required of all candidates. 
The subjects for examination are anatomy, physiology, obstetrics, 
gynecology, materia medica and therapeutics, theory and practice 
of medicine, chemistry, surgery, pathology, bacteriology, hygiene, 
histology, rhinology, medical jurisprudence, ophthalmology, otol- 
ogy, laryngology and dermatology. 

The examination begins the second Tuesday in January and 
July of each year, at 8 a. m., and continues three days. Only grad- 
uates of reputable medical colleges are admitted to the examina- 
tion. 

Applications for examination, accompanied by diploma and fee, 
$25, should be on file in this office at least five days prior to the 
date for examination. 

Temporary permits to practice medicine, surgery and obstetrics 
until one month after the next regular meeting of the Board are 

(53) 
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issued on request, when the application is complete and satisfac- 
tory, diploma recognized and fee paid in full. 

Upon receipt of the certificate by the applicant, he shall, upon 
the presentation of the same to the Clerk of the county in which he 
resides, receive a license to practice medicine, surgery and obstet- 
rics, within the State of Indiana. The recipient of such license 
shall pay to the County Clerk fifty cents as his fee for issuing and 
recording the same. 

In case of change of residence from one county to another 
within this State, the holder of a physician's license shall obtain a 
new license in the county where he proposes to reside by filing with 
the County Clerk the license obtained by him in the county in 
which he last resided and the Clerk shall issue to him a new license. 

No person is qualified to practice medicine, surgery or obstet- 
rics within the State of Indiana who has not first procured a license 
or temporary permit to do so under the acts of 1897, 1899 or 1901. 

Those who desire to -apply for license to practice obstetrics must 
follow the same directions as above, but the fee is only five dollars 
for registration on diploma from a recognized school, or ten dollars 
for examination. 

The regular sessions of the Board are held the second Tuesday 
in January and July of each year. 

Fee for registration on diploma, $10. 

Fee for examination, $25. 

All fees must be sent by registered mail, express, postal note or 
draft. Individual checks are not accepted by the Board.

A candidate having less than 50 per cent, in more than one 
siibject shall be rejected. ITie candidate, however, is entitled to 
a second examination within one year without further charge. 

All applicants graduat- 
ing after January 1, 1900, must have had four full courses — in 
four sepa;rate years — in medical colleges having adopted the stand- 
ard of requirement equal to those of the Association of American 
Medical Colleges.

FLORIDA. 



The law of this State requires that an applicant for a certifi- 
cate shall pass an examination before the Board of Examiners of a 
Judicial District, a State Homeopathic Board or a State Eclectic 
Board. The applicant to a District Board must present a di])loina 
from a recognized school. To the Homeopathic Board a di])loma 
from a school recognized by the American Institute. To the

applicants must have pursued the study of medicine for at least 
four years, including three regular courses of lectures in different 
years, in some legally incorporated medical college, prior to the 
granting of the diploma or license. Examinations are conducted 
by the Boards representing the Regular, Homeopathic and Eclec- 
tic schools of medicine, but application should be made to the Med- 
ical Council.* The law contains a reciprocity clause, which is 
practically inoperative.

PHILIPPINES. 

In accordance with the provisions of an Act Regulating the 
Practice of Medicine and Surgery in the Philippine Islands, en- 
acted December 4, 1901, it shall be unla\vful after March 1, 1902, 
for any person to practice medicine in any of its branches in the 
Philippine Islands unless he holds a certificate of registration from 
the Board of Medical Examiners for the Philippine Islands. Such 
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certificates are granted without examination to persons engaged 
in the practice of medicine in the Philippine Islands prior to the 
passage of this act who submit to the Board of Medical Examiners 
a diploma of Doctor of Medicine from a reputable medical school 
or college, to certain students in the St. Tomas University in the 
City of Manila, and to persons who have passed the examination 
before a Board of Examiners convened pursuant to special order 
Xo. 5 and Circular Xo. 6 of the United States Military Govern- 
ment of the Philippine Islands, dated respectively February 25 
and April 1, 1900. Every other person desiring to begin the prac- 
tice of medicine and surgery in the Philippine Islands must apply 
to the Board of Medical Examiners for a certificate of registration 
as Doctor of Medicine, and submit to an examination in the usual 
branches of medicine and also present a diploma of Doctor of Med- 
icine from a medical school or college recognized as reputable by 
the Board of Health of the Philippine Islands. 

The Board of Medical Examiners meets in the City of Manila 
for the purpose of examining candidates, on the second Tuesday 
in January, April, July and October of each year. 

Applications for examination should be made to the Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Board of Medical Examiners of the Philippine 
Islands, Manila. 



PUEKTO RICO. 

A physician desiring a license to practice his profession in Puerto 
Kico must present a diploma or certificate of graduation to the Sec- 
retary of the Superior Board of Health, and pass such examina- 
tion as tlie Board may prescribe before a committee appointed by 
the Board. 

Applicants who possess diplomas from reputable medical col- 
leges, and who have been licensed by State Boards, may be licensed 
by the Superior Board of Health without examination if the Su- 
perior Board of Health so decides.

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EHODE ISLAND. 

The authority to practice medicine in this State is a certificate 
from the State Board of Health, and the Board shall, upon appli- 
cation, after examination, issue a certificate to anv reputable phy- 
sician who intends to practice niedicine or surgery in this State and 
who. shall present himself before the State Board of Health and 
^pass in a satisfactory manner such examination as the Board may 
require.

SOUTH (WROLIXA. 

It is the duty of the State Board of Medical Examiners to ex 
amine all applicants for examination, who hold diplomas from any 
medical colleges or schools, who present certificates of good moral 
character, and to grant to each successful ai)plicant a certificate 
entitling him to practice medicine in the State. The Board re- 
quires an examination in the following subjects: Anatomy, gen- 
eral and regional, physiology and histology, chemistry, toxicology, 
practical urinalysis, materia medica and therapeutics, surgery and 
surgical pathology, practice and diseases of children, obstetrics and 
gynecology. The medical law of the State was amended on the 
15th of February, 1901, so as to exclude from the i)rovisions of the 
act of 1893 all graduates holding diplomas issued by "any college 
of established reputation in the State of South Carolina which has 
a four vears' course of instruction and a standard of not less than 
seventy-five per cent, on examination, who make satisfactory evi- 
dence of their standing to tlie State Board of iledical Examiners."' 
In accordance with the o])inion of the Attorney-CJeneral of the 
State, such graduates are not only exem])t from examination, but 
are not required to make a])])lication for license to tlio Board, (►r 
pay a fee. This amenthiient, however, s(»omingly does not refer 
to a graduate who has taken a four years' courses but refers to and 
is descriptive of a college which has a four years' conrse of instruc- 
tion. To use the words of the Attornev-CJcm^ral: **Tlie limitation 
applies directly to the institution. When a college conforms to 
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these qualifications and issues a diploma to a graduate, whether he 
has attended three years or five or six years, the mere granting of 
a diploma and the evidence of his standing having been made to 
the State Board of Examiners, the graduate is exempt from the 
provisions of section 970, Vol. I of the Revised. Statutes of 1893. 
* * * It must be left to the college to decide whether in a 
given instance a young man is capable of understanding or com- 
pleting a four years' course within less^ than four years of actual 
time occupied in the pursuit of study within the walls of the in- 
stitution.

SOUTH DAKOTA. 

Any person who is a graduate of a lawful medical college who 
has attended three full courses of medical lectures of six months 
each, no two full courses within the same year, may receive a 
license from the State Board of Health. The requirement of the 
three courses of lectures does not apply to those who graduated 
prior to 1893. The Board of Health is constituted a Board of 
Public Examiners for the purpose of examining and licensing phy- 
sicians, but seemingly no provisions for examinations are made.

TENNESSEE. 

The law requires an examination in seven or more branches of 
medicine of all applicants excepting graduates of any reputable 
medical college in the State of Tennessee, who shall, until June 1, 
1902, be granted certificates by the State Board of Medical Ex- 
aminers ^\'ithout an examination. Any applicant of good moral 
character is eligible to examination.

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TEXAS. 

Any person over twenty-one years^ of age, of good moral char- 
acter, is eligible to the examination by any one of the three Boards 
of Medical Examiners for the State of Texas, representing the 
three schools of medicine. Each applicant shall be examined in 
the following branches: Anatomy, physiology, chemistry, ma- 
teria medica, therapeutics, histology, pathology, practice of medi- 
cine, surgery, including diseases of the eye, ear, nose and throat; 
obstetrics, gynecology, hygiene and medical jurisprudence. Appli- 
cations iof license must be made to the President or Secretary of 
the Board before which the applicant desires to appear. The law 
provides for reciprocal relations with other States having equal 
requirements.

VERMOJfT. 



The regulation of the practice of medicine in this State is under 
the control of the Board of Censors of the State medical societies. 
Each examining board apparently fixes its own standards. Section

to physicians who present to each examining board a diploma from 
a medical college and who by examination satisfy the Board that 
they are entitled to practice. Section 4632 reads as follows: "A 



peraijii not a reaiiiciit of the State wiio has not received a diploi 
from a chartcrfid medical college shall obtain a certificate from a 
Board of Censors in the State before he shall be permitted to prao^l 
tice the medical art therein."

The following resohition was adopte<l by the Board atl 
its meeting held at Staunton, June 24-27, 1901: "Resolved, That's 
the Me<lical Examining Board of Virginia will in the future decline:] 
to recognize the diploma of any college which does not cotifonn tty^ 
the requirements of tlie Association of Medical Colleges." When 
an applicant shall have made an examination satisfactory as to his 
proficiency, a certificate will be issued him. At present time the 
examination comprises the following subjects: Hygiene and med- 
ical jurisprudence, anatomy, physiology, chemistry, histology, 
pathology and bacteriology, materia inedica and therapeutics, ob- 
stetrics and gynccolfigy, practice and surgery. 

'"The Board shall have in their discretion, authority to accept, 
in lieu of examination of an applicant, a diploma or other satisfac- 
tory evidence of the graduation of the applicant in some medical 
college chartered by the State or Territory in which the same i& 
situated, and a certificate from the Examining Board of any other 
State or Territory in which the same is situated and a certificate 
from the Examining Board of any other State or Territory of the 
United States or the .District of Columbia, showing that such ap- 
plicant has passed a satisfactory examination as to his proficiency 
and obtained a license from said Board to practice medicine and 
surgery in said State, Territory or district: Pro\nded, That any 
person who was examined by the State Examining Board prior, to i 
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January 1, 1900, and whose fee for such examination was duly 
paid, but who failed to pass said examination, shall have the 
right and privilege of taking the examination before the State 
Board, notwithstanding the provisions of this act."

WASHINGTON. 

An applicant for a license to practice medicine and surgery in 
this State must be a graduate* of some duly authorized medical 
college now having at least a three years' graded course. Each ap- 
plicant must submit to such examination as the State Board o£ 
Medical Examiners shall deem advisable. The Board may accept 
licenses issued by other States.

WEST VIRGINIA. 

The following persons only are permitted to practice medicine 
in this State. First, those legally entitled to practice medicine in 
the State on the 22d of February, 1895; second, those who pass 
an examination before the State Board of Health and receive cer- 
tificates from the Board. The examinations cover all the essential 
branches of the science of medicine and surgery.

WISCONSIN. 

All persons commencing the practice of medicine or surgery 
shall apply to the State Board of Medical Examiners and submit 
to an examination in the various branches of medicine and sur-

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luniths each before graduation; no two of said courses to be taken 
vritliin any one twelve months, and that shall after the year 1901 
require for admission thereto an elementary education equivalent 
to that necessary for entry to the junior class of an accredited high 
school of this State, including one year's course in Latin, and for 
graduation from said medical college at least four courses of not 
less than seven months each; no two of said courses to be taken 
within any one twelve months: Provided, however, that any stu- 
dent who is now matriculated in any medical college of Wisconsin 
requires four courses of six months each as a prerequisite of grad- 
uation, no two courses to be taken within one twelve months, shall 
on presentation of his diploma from such medical college and on 
payment of the fees specified in this act, be admitted to practice 
w^ithout further examination by the State Board of Medical Ex- 
aminers. 

Tinder Chapter 306, law 1901, the Board is empowered to ex- 
empt from examination any practitioner of medicine holding a cer- 
tificate from any other State Board imposing requirements equal 
to those established by the Board who may, on presentation of the 
same with a diploma, be admitted to practice in this State without 
an examination, at the discretion of the Board, on the payment of 
the fee. In construing this section of the law, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the State has advised the State Board of Medical Exam- 
iners that a practitioner who holds a certificate from a State Board 
which now imposes requirements equal to those imposed by the 
statutes of Wisconsin, may be licensed without examination, even 
though at the time the person received a certificate, the require- 
ments in his State were not the same as those now exacted in Wis- 
consin.

Ifational Eclectic Medical Association, or any college of similar 
standing in foreign countries. Persons holding diplomas, certifi- 
cates or other credentials from schools or institutions of other than 
recognized merit, are examined by the Board in the usual branches 
of medicine.

4. State vs. Henry Meisel, Vigo County; indicted by grand 
jury November 21, 1901, for practicing medicine without license; 
tried March 29, 1902, and acquitted on the ground that he sold 
only proprietary medicines. 

5. State vs. William P. Xobes, Frankfort, Clinton Countv; 
filed March term, 1902, Clinton Circuit Court, charged with prac- 
ticing medicine without license based on affidavit and information ; 
defendant pleaded guilty June term, 1902 ; fined $25 and costs. 
Case based upon keeping massage parlors and crime committed 
more through advertising than actnal operation. 

6. State vs. C. O. Venneman, Tell City, Perry County ; in- 
dictment against defendant for practicing medicine without license. 
Dr. Venneman procured license since indictment returned and 
case dismissed.

OSTEOPATHY. 



Additional Section 4. The said Board may grant limited cer- 
tificates which shall authorize the proper Clerk to issue to the 
holder thereof a license to practice osteopathy only. Such certifi- 
cate shall be issued on the same terms and conditions as others, ex- 
cept that the applicant therefor shall not be required to pass an ex- 
amination in materia medica, nor shall the college from which he 
presents a diploma be required to conform to the standard fixed by 
said Board as to instructions in materia medica, but such college 
shall so conform in all other branches of instruction. Such license 
shall not authorize the holder thereof to administer or prescribe 
or use on one other than himself any drugs or medicines, and any 
such administration, prescription or use of any drug or medicine by 
the person holding such limited license shall be practicing medi- 
cine without a license, and such person shall be punished therefor 
as others are punished for practicing medicine without a license: 
Provided, further. That any person now holding a diploma issued 
from any college of osteopathy in the United States, and [who] 
is [now] a resident of the State of Indiana, shall be granted a cer- 
tificate and license to practice osteopathy upon presenting his 
diploma to said Board and Clerk and paying the fee required by 
this act. 

May 15, 1901. 

Whereas, By the amendments of 1901 to the medical act, the 
State Board of Medical Registration and Examination may grant 
limited certificates which will authorize the proper Clerk to issue 
a license to practice osteopathy only ; and. 

Whereas, It is provided by the law that ^^such certificate shall 
be issued on the same terms and conditions as others, except that 
the applicant therefor shall not be required to pass an examina- 
tion in materia medica, nor shall the college from which he pre- 
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sents a diploma be required to conform to the standard fixed by 
said Board as to instructions in materia medica, but such college 
shall so conform in all other branches of instruction; therefore, 

^^Resolved, That all applicants for registration to practice 
osteopathy in the State of Indiana and the colleges from which 
they procured their diplomas must comply with the schedules of 
minimum requirements in force at the time of application, except 
in so far as pertains to materia medica." 

Inasmuch as the law regulating the practice of medicine, sur- 
gery and obstetrics in Indiana was, in 1901, so amended as to ex- 
empt from examination applicants for registration to practice 
osteopathy, who were, on March 11, 1901, residents of this State 
and possessed of diplomas from any osteopathic college in the 
United States; therefore, in order to establish what constitutes 
such college. 

Resolved, That the diplomas of such applicants must have been 
issued by institutions possessing equipment and a curriculum equal 
to that fixed by the Associated Colleges of Osteopathy, as set forth 
by its Constitution in 1898.
